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REMARKS 

Claims 1-38 were pending in this application when the present Office Action was 
mailed (May 26, 2005). In the above referenced Office Action, the claims were divided 
into Group I (claims 1-24 drawn to a method) and Group II (claims 25-38 drawn to an 
apparatus). The applicant affirms the provisional election made on April 13, 2005, to 
prosecute Group I, without traverse. Based on the foregoing election, claims 25-38 
have been canceled without prejudice to pursing these claims in a continuation, 
divisional, continuation-in-part or other application. In this paper, claims 1, 11, 18, 19, 
23, and 24 have been amended, and claim 12 has been canceled. Accordingly, claims 
1-11 and 13-24 are currently pending. 

In the above referenced Office Action, claims 1-24 were rejected. More 
specifically, the status of the application in light of this Office Action is as follows: 

(A) The abstract was objected to for being too lengthy; 

(B) Claims 18 and 23 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph; 

(C) Claims 1-24 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over the disclosure in the Background section of the present application ("Background 
Information") in view of Japanese Patent Abstract No. 63020490 to Nakada ("Nakada"). 

The undersigned attorney wishes to thank the Examiner for engaging in a 
telephone interview on September 20, 2005. During the telephone interview, the 
Examiner agreed that the foregoing claim amendments distinguish over the teachings 
of the abstract of Nakada; however, the Examiner reserves the right to consider the full 
translation of the cited reference. The following remarks reflect the agreements 
reached during the September 20 telephone interview. 

A. Response to the Objection to Abstract 

The abstract was subject to an objection on the grounds that the abstract is 
longer than 150 words. The abstract has been amended to be less than 150 words. 
Accordingly, the objection to the abstract should be withdrawn. 
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B. Response to the $112, 5T2. Rejection 

Claims 18 and 23 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, 1J2, as allegedly being 
indefinite. Although the meaning of "at least" is clear and meets the standards of §1 12, 
claims 18 and 23 have been amended by deleting "at least" as suggested by the 
Examiner. Accordingly, the §112, 1|2, rejection should be withdrawn. 

C. Response to the § 103(a) Rejection 

Claims 1-24 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Background Information in view of Nakada. Claim 12 has been canceled, and claim 1 
has been amended to include "repeating steps (a)-(d) with the transformed dielectric 
material remaining on the window." Support for this subject matter can be found, for 
example, at the following locations: page 10, paragraph 0029; page 11, paragraph 
0032; page 12, paragraph 0033; and Figures 5A and 5B. Pursuant to the agreement 
reached during the September 20 telephone interview, amended claim 1 distinguishes 
over the teachings contained in abstract of Nakada. The undersigned representative 
further understands that the Examiner reserves the right to consider the full translation 
of the cited reference. Claims 11, 19, and 24 have been amended to contain subject 
matter analogous to amended claim 1, and thus these claims also distinguish over 
abstract of Nakada. Claims 2-10, 13-18, 20-23, which depend from claims 1, 11, or 19, 
distinguish over abstract of Nakada for the reasons discussed above and also because 
of the additional features of these dependent claims. Accordingly, the § 103(a) rejection 
of claims 1-24 should be withdrawn. 

Conclusion 

In view of the foregoing, the claims pending in the application comply with 35 
U.S.C. §112 and are patentable over the applied art. The applicant respectfully 
requests reconsideration of the application and a Notice of Allowance. If the Examiner
